Pernysbupg,  a  historical  city,  has  been  in  existence 
since  1  S1  B.  The  city  today  has  a  population  of  about 
1D,500  with  1  □□□  students  enrolled  in  the  high 
school.

Eyestrain  often  seems  to  accompany  speed  read¬ 
ing,  mystery  and  detection,  science  fiction  and  the 
English  and  social  studies  classes.  These  courses 
offer  the  student  a  wide  variety  of  social  studies  and 
English  knowledge  and  lots  of  reading. 

Speed  reading  is  a  class  designed  to  teach  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  read  quickly,  with  good  comprehension.  Stu¬ 
dents  brave  enough  to  take  this  class  read  eleven 
books  of  the  students  choosing  in  eighteen  weeks.

With  a  strong  background  in  the  “cultural"  classes,  any 
student  can  become  a  very  well-rounded  expert  in  the  field 
of  fine  arts. 

For  someone  wishing  to  graduate  with  a  music  major,  the 
Music  Department  requires  attendance  in  either  music 
appreciation  or  music  theory  classes.

Composition,  journalism,  and  creative 
writing  are  just  a  few  of  the  major  writing 
classes  offered  and,  many  times,  some¬ 
thing  widely  known  as  finger  cramps 
accompanies  the  everyday  writing.  Writ¬ 
ing  correctly  and  quickly  and,  in  some 
cases,  creatively,  are  the  main  ideas  of 
these  courses. 

Business  classes  such  as  typing,  note- 
hand,  and  shorthand  cause  dozens  of 
aches  and  pains  in  the  fingers,  especially 
around  test  time.

Every  student  has  to  take  certain  required  courses 
during  his  four  years  in  high  school. 

During  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years,  stu¬ 
dents  must  take  physical  education  and  half  a  year  of 
health.

Robert  L.  Notestine,  art  teacher  since 
1  953,  died  January  1  □,  1  9S2,  at  St. 
Luke's  Hospital.  He  had  retired  because 
of  illness  in  October,  1  9B1  . 

Mr.  Notestine  oversaw  the 
development  of  the  art  program  in  the 
Perrysburg  Schools  during  his  tenure.  He 
taught  art  at  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  levels  before  taking  over  the 
program  at  the  high  school. 

Widely  acclaimed  as  an  expert  in  hand 
lettering,  he  was  also  well  known  for  his 
specialized  displays  for  businesses  and 
libraries  in  the  Perrysburg/Bowling  Green 
area.  A  colorful  and  interesting  touch 
was  added  to  the  high  school  in  the 
displays  he  kept  in  several  areas  of  the 
school.  Many  students  and  faculty 
members  also  prize  his  humorous 
hand-made  greeting  cards  that  he  often 
gave. 


Interested  in  the  promotion  of  art  and 
art  projects,  Mr.  Notestine  often  lent  his 
expertise  to  other  faculty  members.  He 
gladly  took  time  to  give  his  opinion  of 
projects  others  were  working  on  including 
layouts  and  designs  for  former 
yearbooks.  He  designed  and  lettered  the 
endsheets  on  the  inside  cover  of  the 
1  97B  book. 

But  probably  the  greatest  impact 
Robert  Notestine  had  was  on  his 
students.  Many  of  them  now  enjoy 
careers  in  the  art  field  because  of  his 
tutelage,  and  still  others  are  able  to  enjoy 
art  as  a  hobby  because  of  the  skills  that 
Mr.  Notestine  taught.

Pennysburg  Education  Board 
Directs  School  Activities 

The  Pennysburg  Board  of  Education,  under  the  direction  of 
Superintendent  Dr.  John  Bailey,  oversaw  such  major  items  as 
renovations  to  Toth  Elementary  School,  repair  of  brickwork  on 
the  front  of  Woodland  School,  improvements  in  bus  transporta¬ 
tion,  and  dealt  with  financial  problems  brought  on  by  severe  cuts 
in  appropriations  at  the  state  and  federal  levels  of  government. 

In  other  action,  the  board  approved  the  installation  of  six  Savin 
copiers  for  the  school  system,  outdating  the  old  duplicating 
method  of  producing  classroom  materials.  "The  switch  from 
duplicators  to  copiers  was  a  tremendous  boost  for  students  and 
teachers  as  it  makes  so  many  kinds  of  materials  available  for  us.  ” 
one  teacher  said. 

The  Board  also  endorsed  the  .  B  mil  levy  for  Penta  County  which 
was  later  endorsed  by  area  voters  also,  and  the  Board  sup¬ 
ported  a  declaration  of  thanks  for  retiring  mayor  Lloyd  Neider- 
house  who  served  Perrysburg  from  1355-1959  and  from 
1  9B5-1  9B1  .

tween  the  students  and  the  teacher,  it 
will  be  very  difficult  in  the  classroom. 
Teaching  takes  a  lot  of  energy,  but 
that’s  true  of  any  job  where  a  person  is 
successful.  ’’
